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THE MARINE CORPS BREVET MEDAL 

By MENDEL L. PETERSON

The word brevet is derived from the Latin breve, brevia, that is, a 
“brief.” This word survives in the language of law and originally meant 
“a writ or mandatory precept issued in the name of the Sovereign or 
State.” In feudal times when war threatened the sovereign called on his 
lords to come to his assistance with troops and officers. To improve the 
efficiency of these officers when the contingents gathered together as an 
army, the king would appoint by brevet such lords and officers and give 
them authority to serve throughout the army according to their rank 
and not just in their local units. 

In time commission by brevet came to be a means of honoring a 
soldier for bravery or gallantry on the field of battle by a summary pro- 
motion as differentiated from promotion for length of service in grade. 
When so awarded, the brevet rank carried with it the honors of the 
rank but not the pay. Promotions of this nature were awarded in the 
United States Marine Corps from the period of the War with Mexico 
through the Philippine Insurrection. 

By the close of World War One several decorations had been orig- 
inated to reward acts of bravery and gallantry in varying degrees — 
The Medal of Honor, Army and Navy Distinguished Service Medals, the 
Navy Cross, and the Distinguished Service Cross. All of these of course 
provided tangible evidence to be worn in recognition of the act. No rib- 
bon or badge was awarded in the case of the brevet commission, and 
hence officers holding these honors went unrecognized. 

In an effort to remedy this situation, the Major General Com- 
mandant of the Marine Corps recommended in a letter to the Secretary 
of the Navy dated 12 April, 1921, that an appropriate medal or badge 
be struck and presented to the officers of the Marine Corps who held 
brevet commissions and that this medal be made an item of uniform, 
thus giving due public recognition to the honors held by these officers. 
The Secretary of the Navy, in reply by endorsement dated 13 May, 1921, 
authorized the Major General Commandant to prepare a design for a 
medal and ribbon and submit it for consideration. In accordance with 
this directive, designs for such a medal were prepared by Quartermaster 
Sergeant Joseph A. Burnett, Marine Corps, under the direction of the 
Quartermaster of the Marine Corps, Brigadier General C. L. McCawley. 
The design for the medal was selected from those submitted and in his 
fifth endorsement dated 7 June, 1921, the Secretary of the Navy pre- 
scribed it as an article of uniform for the Marine Corps. By Marine 
Corps Orders No. 26 (Series 1921) dated June 27, 1921, the Major Gen- 
eral Commandant John A. LeJeune promulgated this information to the 
Corps. 

The relative importance of the Brevet Medal to other decorations 
was apparently not recognized at its inception, for the first regulation 
regarding it (the order of June 27 cited above) prescribed that “The 
ribbon of the badge . . . (would) be worn in the position immediately 
after that of the badge for the campaign in which the brevet was 
awarded.” Later it was elevated to the rank of a decoration and in the 
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Marine Corps Uniform Regulations approved April 15, 1929, it was given 
rank after The Distinguished Flying Cross. By 1937, however, its im- 
portance had at last been recognized and in the uniform regulations 
approved May 21 of that year it was made to rank after the Medal 
of Honor. 



The medals were struck by the United States Mint on order of the 
Secretary of the Navy:

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Reimbursement will be made by a transfer of funds, the estimated 
cost being $78, out of appropriation ‘Maintenance, Q.D., M.C., 1922 — 
Authority No. 143’ which notation should be placed on all papers in con- 
nection herewith.

Since the ribbon was provided by the Quartermaster, the medals 
were presumably assembled by employees of the Quartermaster's office. 

The medal was struck in yellow bronze in the form of a modified 
cross patee upon which is superimposed a medallion bearing the words 
“Brevet United States Marine Corps.” The reverse bears the inscription 
“For distinguished conduct in the presence of enemy” in an incuse circu- 
lar area. The cross is suspended by a hinge from the Marine Corps 
emblem which in turn hangs from the ribbon on two rings. The ribbon 
is a deep crimson with three chevrons of white stars, the points of the 
chevrons are downward. 

In a letter dated November 10, 1921, the Quartermaster informed 
the Major General Commandant that the medals were ready for distri- 
bution and listed twenty-one eligible officers. Evidently two were omitted 
from the list for the medal was finally awarded to the twenty-three 
officers listed below:

Having been awarded in only twenty-three cases, the Marine Corps 
Brevet Medal is thus the rarest of United States military decorations, 
and it has the unique distinction of being the only United States mili- 
tary decoration which was already obsolete when originated. 
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DEFINITION OF A MEDAL 

“Medals are discs of metal resembling coins, which are not, however, 
meant to pass current as money in commerce, but are exclusively intended as 
memorials of persons or events. They are distinguished as such by the reliefs 
on each side, usually a portrait-head on the upper side (the obverse), an alle- 
gorical or symbolical, or more rarely an historic, scene on the back (the re- 
verse). In both reliefs the artist should express his own artistic character; he 
should inspire the portrait with intellect and soul, infuse into the allegory 
individuality and life, the embodiment of his own ideas and talents, so that 
his work, limited though its sphere may be, may appeal to the beholder as a 
genuine work of art, revealing to him a glimpse into the mind of its creator.”

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DIX CIVIL WAR TOKENS OF 1863 

By MELVIN and GEORGE FULD 

The Dix Civil War Tokens are part of the extensive series of tokens 
circulated during the war as a substitute for small change. The history 
of these tokens is interesting and we will try to relate some of the back- 
ground. 

John Adams Dix was born in Boscawen, New Hampshire, July 24, 
1798. He entered the U. S. Army as a cadet in 1812. In 1813 he was 
appointed to the position of Ensign in the Army, and was soon promoted 
to the rank of 3rd Lieutenant. He was commissioned as Captain in 1825, 
and having continued in the Army sixteen years, he left the military 
service in 1828. In 1830 he was appointed Adjutant General of the State 
of New York by Governor Thorpe, was elected Secretary of the State 
of New York in 1830. In 1842 he was a member of the New York 
Assembly, and from 1845 to 1849 a member of the United States Senate. 
In 1859 he was appointed toastmaster of New York City and in 1861 he 
was called to the post of Secretary of the Treasury by President James 
Buchanan. 

It was during the early part of his job as Secretary of the Treasury 
that the famous statement concerning hauling, down the American Flag 
was made. It made a profound impression on the country and “fell like 
a live coal on a mass of material ready to ignite.'' There are two 
accounts, both given by General Dix; one may be found in the second 
volume of his “Published Speeches and Occasional Addresses,” under 
Section 5 of the Communications of the House of Representatives. The 
other is printed in the memoirs of John A. Dix. It was written for Mrs. 
Wm. T. Blodgett of New York, with the request that it should not be 
published during his lifetime or that of Ex-president Buchanan. We 
will quote from the letter written to Mrs. Blodgett about his explanation 
of why he wrote the telegram which has become so famous. 

“I was requested by Mr. Buchanan to go to Washington early in January, 
1861. He wishes me to take a place in his cabinet and offered me the 
War Department which I declined. . . . But I told him that if I thought 
I could be of any use to him in the Treasury Department, I would not 
refuse it. Before I reached home, I saw my appointment in the news- 
papers. . . . 

“I entered on my duties on the fifteenth of January, 1861, and at Mr. 
Buchanan’s urgent request, stayed with him at the President’s House. 
Forts, Arsenals, and revenue cutters in the Southern States had been 
seized by the Local Authorities. No effort had been made by the Govern- 
ment to secure its property and there was apparent indifference in the 
public minds of this outrage, which was incomprehensible to me.” 
”... I received from Mr. Jones on the 29th of January, the dispatch 
published on Page 440, Volume II, of my speeches, advising me that 
Captain Breshwood of the Revenue Cutter McClelland, refused to obey 
my orders. It was about 7 o’clock in the evening. I had dined, and was 
at the apartment as usual, transacting business. The moment I read it, 
I wrote the following reply: 

“Treasury Department, January 29, 1861. — Tell Lieutenant Caldwell 
to arrest Captain Breshwood, assuming command of the Cutter, and obey 
the order I gave through you. If Captain Breshwood, after arrest, under- 
takes to interfere with the command of the Cutter, tell Lt. Caldwell to 
consider him as a mutineer and treat him accordingly. If anyone attempts 
to haul down the American Flag, shoot him on the spot. 

John A. Dix 

Secretary of the Treasury” 
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“Not a word was uttered; but the original was handed to the clerk 
charged with the custody of my telegraphic dispatches, copied by him, 
and the original signed by me and sent to its destination. Before I sent it, 
however, a question of military etiquette arose in my mind in regard to 
the arrest of Captain Breshwood and I took a carriage and drove to the 
lodges of General Scott to consult him in regard to it. . . . He approved of 
it and expressed his gratification as to the tone of the order. General 
Scott said I was right on the question of etiquette, and I think I 
expressed his gratification that I had taken a decided stand against the 
Southern invasion of the authority of the Government. I immediately 
returned to the apartment and sent the dispatch. General Scott, Mr. 
Stantan and the clerk who copied it were the only persons who saw it. . . . 

“I decided to say nothing to the President about it. I was satisfied, if 
he was consulted, he would not permit it to be sent. So, indignant at the 
course of the Southern States and the men about him who had betrayed 
his confidence, Coe, Floyd and others, one main idea had taken possession 
of his mind, that in the civil contest which threatened to break out, the 
North must not shed the first drop of blood. . . . 

“Tuesdays and Fridays were cabinet days. ... I said nothing to the 
President in regard to the message, though he was with me every 
evening until Friday, when the members of the cabinet were all 
assembled, and the President was about to call our attention to the 
business of the day. ... I said to him, ‘Mr. President, I feel we have lost 
some more of our Revenue cutters.’ ‘AH!’ said he, ‘How is that?’ I 
then told him what had occurred down to the receipt of the dispatch 
from Mr. Jones, informing him that Captain Breshwood had refused to 
obey my order. ‘Well,’ said he, ‘What did you do?’ I then repeated to 
him the words up to ‘shoot him on the spot.’ He started suddenly, and 
said with a good deal of emotion, ‘Did you write that?’ ‘No Sir,’ I said — ‘I 
did not write it, but I telegraphed it.’ He made no answer, nor do I 
remember that he ever referred to it afterwards. It was manifest, as I 
had pre-supposed, that the order would never have been given if I 
had consulted him. 


With sincerest regards. 
Your friend, 

John A. Dix.’’ 


Towards the end of the letter, John A. Dix expressed his thanks to 
Mrs. Blodgett for the flag presented to him, (which was designed by 
Leutze, made by Tiffany and Company) and given to the General at the 
Metropolitan Fair in 1864. This was after the war had been on for 
quite some time and the sentiments about his famous remarks were 
quite high. 

The telegram quoted above, written by John A. Dix, is the basis of 
the issuance of the token, having on one side the flag of the United 
States of America, and around it “The Flag of Our Union, 1863.” On 
the reverse side, in most cases, is quoted “If Anyone Attempts to Tear 
It Down, Shoot Him on the Spot.” In the center, the word “DIX.” These 
tokens were issued to strike a popular chord, and circulated by the 
thousands. They were current at one cent. 

The circulation of these tokens was accelerated by the speculators 
having gathered the cents of the United States and selling them to 
merchants at a premium of 20%. The Dix type tokens are listed in 
Hetrich and Guttag, from No. 1026 to No. 1066. The obverse dies of 
these tokens were used with various other tokens, but nowhere else did 
they bear the name “Dix.” 

They were the subject of an article written by D. C. Wismer in 1922, 
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called “Varieties of the Dix Civil War Tokens of the Year 1863.“ The 
article is quite comprehensive, although there are quite a number of 
tokens left out, and it is difficult to try and compare this article with 
the published book on Civil War Tokens, Hetrich and Guttag. 

The ensuing list of tokens, we hope, will help to clarify the listing 
of the Dix tokens. We have added many varieties that were not in the 
revision to Hetrich and Guttag, published in the 1943 Numismatist by 
Joseph Barnett. So as to avoid excess confusion, our numbering of these 
tokens corresponds to the original numbers in Hetrich and Guttag. We 
have also tried to supply some idea as to the rarity of the various tokens.

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CONFEDERACY OPERATED THE CHARLOTTE MINT IN 1861 

By Walter H. Breen^ Washington, D. C. 

A rather unexpected footnote to the history of the Confederacy’s 
use of the New Orleans mint is provided by the following letter of the 
Director, James Ross Snowden, to Salmon P. Chase, Secretary of the 
Treasury, which indicates that the same thing happened to the other 
branch mints in the South: 


(Extract) 

Mint of the United States 

Philadelphia, Apr 30 61 

Sir, 

I have the painful duty to report to you that the branch mint at 
Charlotte, North Carolina, has been taken possession of by a military 
force acting under the orders of the Governor of that state. This event 
occurred on the 20th inst. My informant states, “While I write, the 
People are hoisting a Confederate flag over the Mint Building; and on 
going out, I find an armed guard from a volunteer company at the door.” 

A committee acting under an Ordinance passed by a Convention of 
the people of Louisiana took possession of the branch mint at New 
Orleans on the 31st of January last. On the 8th of April the branch mint 
at Dahlonega ceased to be conducted under the authority of the United 
States, having been seized by orders of the Governor of Georgia. And 
now we have similar information as to the branch at Charlotte. Thus all 
the branch mints in the Southern States have practically ceased to be 
branches of the principal Mint, and, being conducted in an unlawful 
manner, the coins issued therefrom are not the lawful coins of the 
United States. . . In my opinion it would be proper that a proclamation 
should be made, declaring the Coins of 1861, issued by the above-named 
revolutionary and illegal mints, to be no longer the lawful coins of the 
United States; and that they are therefore not a legal tender in the 
payment of debts. These coins, as indicated in a former communication, 
may be known by the Mint Mark below the eagle, or the wreath, on the 
reverse side of the pieces: the letter O indicates the branch at New 
Orleans; D, Dahlonega; C, Charlotte. . .

The “informant” the Director referred to was J. H. Gibbon, then 
Assayer of the Charlotte Mint. He resigned the same day, and seems to 
have been retained by the Confederacy in the same position, as long as 
the Mint remained open. The Director was quoting from Mr. Gibbon’s 
(still extant) letter of resignation. 

The bullion journals of the Charlotte Mint indicate that the Con- 
federacy likewise executed a coinage of half-eagles in May 1861 at that 
branch. These were by mistake taken up in the 1887 Director’s Report 
as an issue of the United States ; actually this means little, since all were 
from United States dies, the same as the half-dollars and double eagles 
coined by the State of Louisiana and the Confederacy at New Orleans. 
The Charlotte deliveries were as follows:

It will be seen that the Director’s Report figure of 6879 half-eagles 
certainly includes all those issued outside the authority of the United 
States. The Charlotte Mint sent twelve more specimens (believed to be 
of the February to April coinage) to Philadelphia for assay in September, 
and soon closed down — apparently not for lack of bullion, for there were 
several thousand dollars’ worth of gold deposits which remained uncoined 
at the end of that time, i.e. October 1861. 

'The Dahlonega records existing are only in the form of monthly 
reports sent to the Philadelphia Mint. These indicate that the United 
States coined half-eagles only (two being reserved for assay) up to and 
including the end of February 1861 and nothing afterwards, although 
the gold dollar dies had been received by January 7. (No reports are 
extant dating from the period of the Confederate occupation.) The only 
conclusion we can come to is that the alleged 1861-D gold dollar coinage 
was likewise issued by the Confederacy, in and after April 1861. The 
claim that the fiscal year included both dates becomes meaningless in 
view of these facts, especially in view of monthly reports being used as 
a basis for coinage figures. 

The only unknown quantity in this whole story is the amount of 
coinage issued at Dahlonega while the Confederacy was in power there, 
specifically the number of gold dollars. It is quite possible that some 
Numismatist reader may have the Dahlonega records in his attic, sup- 
posing that they were not destroyed when the Union armies took the 
place over; and the location of these records would be a sizable contri- 
bution to the numismatic history of the period, as would be the recovery 
of the remaining New Orleans records.

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A VINDICATION OF THE ^^BARBARIANS’’

What is a barbarian? Webster has this to say: ‘‘A foreigner — used 
depreciatively by ancient Greeks, Romans, etc., of one outside the pale 
of their civilization.’' Hence the Celts and Scythians, the Persians, Indians 
and Chinese, the various inhabitants of Africa and, had they known of 
it, of America, were barbarians to the Greeks. With the passing of time 
the meaning of a word changes and the word barbarian which once meant 
a foreigner has assumed the meaning of a savage.

We have learned to appreciate the art of Egypt and China, of Persia 
and India in spite of their differences from the art of Greece. Almost in 
our own days the art of the Negro has been discovered and recognized 
as well as the art of the American Indian, the Aztecs and the Mayas. 

But Celtic art has been neglected. Little is known about their cul- 
tural achievements. Since this paper is addressed to numismatists, it is 
our purpose to confine ourselves to numismatic evidence. Celtic coins are 
available in numbers, but information about this plentiful coinage is 
pitifully small. French scholars who have worked upon the rich collec- 
tion of the Bibliotheque Nationale, Paris, have described and illustrated 
thousands of these coins, for the most part of the Western Celts, but 
attributions could only be made to tribes, based very often only on the 
places where hoards were discovered, and then only tentatively. Des- 
sewffi, Paulsen and Pink have described the coinage of the Danubian 
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Celts with meticulous care. A general survey of the entire Celtic coinage 
has been made by Robert Forrer in his excellent book entitled Keltische 
Numismatik der Rhein-und Donaulande. But the many questions a 
beginner asks about this coinage remain unanswered. 

We feel that lack of sufficient knowledge is not a handicap but rather 
a spur to the study of this vast group and promises a series of surprises 
when the first hurdle is taken. The approach to this series needs not be 
conventional. Each collector and student can follow his own taste. This 
paper can only outline to a small extent the expectations and point out 
some directions which may prove rewarding. 

A Celtic coin is usually described under the heading Barbaric Imi- 
tation of . . . and then follows the type which was used as a pattern. 
A collector, unfamiliar with this series, is not immediately interested. 
No barbarians, and definitely no imitations for him. Yet the same col- 
lector would most happily add to his collection the first Athenian coin 
with an amphora, although somebody might call it an imitation of the 
first Aegina turtle.

Yes, very often, the barbarians did start with an imitation of a 
certain prototype; at the beginning only the style betrays the origin. 
But enough issues are known where it would be unjust to call the bar- 
barian die cutter an imitator. This brings us to a division: series stem- 
ming from distant influences and series which are direct imitations. 

The direct imitations are far more abundant and can be traced in 
numerous ways. Coins served as prototypes which were in circulation 
in countries bordering the barbarians with whom a more or less active 
trade was going on continuously. These coins were the gold and silver 
coins of Philip II of Macedon, of Alexander the Great, Thasos, some 
issues from Thessaly, Macedon and Thrace, the drachms of Massalia and 
Emporia to name only a few. On the other hand it is surprising that 
coins of wide circulation, for example coins from Athens, Corinth, Egypt, 
Tarentum and other South Italian cities, and coins from Syracuse and 
other Sicilian cities were imitated but seldom or not at all. 
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Figures 3 to 7 
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By studying the Philip series an economist will find an infiation 
similar to the European infiation in the 1920’s. This is revealed by the 
gradually diminishing weight from some 16 grammes down to 4 grammes 
or so. He will also discover that the silver content is gradually debased, 
although the loss in weight and the debasement in alloy does not neces- 
sarily run parallel. 

Another point of interest is the fabric. Practically every shape of 
flan occurs. Very broad and small and lumpy flans are found together 
with gold and silver cup-shaped fians which had not been used before. 

These striking technical points are far surpassed by the amazing 
varieties and degeneration of the design. Out of hundreds, perhaps 
thousands of designs we selected a series of twelve Zeus heads to illus- 
trate the degeneration in style. (Figure 1.) The horseman on the reverse 
underwent similar changes. The more closely we examined this series.

the more reluctant we were in describing this series as a progressive 
degeneration. It is certainly a matter of taste and, as the Latin proverb 
says, de gustibics non est disputandum. It is perhaps more correct to 
describe these heads of Zeus as conscious varieties of the prototype, 
inasmuch as the artists who cut the dies intended to stress the beard, the 
wreath or the eye, and deliberately neglected other details. 

The gold stater of Philip II of Macedon circulated widely throughout 
Europe. It is no wonder that the Celts adopted the beautiful Apollo head, 
which is shown in Figure 2. In Figures 3 to 6 the serene expression 
becomes almost tragic. While the Greek ideal of beauty lies in simplicity, 
the Celts preferred additional adornments and arabesques in the form 
of strings of pearls together with little fiowers, animals and masks. Such 
coins cannot be called imitations any more, but creations of individual 
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artists. Such filling in of empty space was used again in Moslem art 
where the technique is found on miniatures and even on Mohammedan 
coins. 

It is astonishing to discover that there exists a relationship even 
with our contemporary art. We are convinced that great modern artists, 
knowingly or unknowingly, were infiuenced by Celtic art. Our illustration 
(Figure 7) shows a gold stater attributed to the Parisians, probably first 
century B.C. and, next to it a plaster relief by the famous artist Picasso, 
made in 1933. Here we find a striking resemblance in the salient features 
of both the coin and the relief.

Another example of this kind is found in a painting by the French 
artist Andre Masson, born in 1896, and now living in the U. S. A number 
of his paintings are in modern galleries. Andre Masson is considered one 
of the outstanding artists of our time. He did a painting called the 
Punishment of Prometheus. (Figure 8.) Prometheus, lying down, is 
chained to the rock, and the eagle, from above, is feeding upon his liver. 
A comparison of the face of Prometheus with the face shown on a coin 
of a Celtic tribe from the Rhine section (Figure 9) reveals that the 
triangular eye, the protruding nose and chin, and the whole conception 
of the expression are closely related to each other. 

There is hardly a branch of numismatics which is so crowded with 
question marks as the field of Celtic coinage. The literary sources are 
scanty, so are the non-numismatic artistic remains. But the relatively 
abundant coinage can help bring out hidden facts. Here indeed is a large 
and open field with the possibility of rich and rewarding discoveries.

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A MEDALLION OF DEWITT CLINTON

On an evening in November of the year 1825, a small group of 
professional artists met in the rooms of the Historical Society in New 
York City to consider the formation of a Society for Improvement in 
Drawing, or, in the words of Samuel F. B. Morse, “for the Promotion 
of the Arts, and the Assistance of Students,^’ who had been unable to 
obtain satisfactory conditions for study at the established Academy of 
Arts. This led to the formation in January, 1826, of the National Acad- 
emy of Design. Instigator of the first meeting, according to Thomas 
Cummings in his history of the Academy, was Charles Cushing Wright, 
“the first die-sinker in the country.”^ Though not first in point of time, 
if that is what Cummings intended, Wright was certainly the most 
eminent, and few, if any, have ever surpassed him in the engraving 
of a die. 

For some time, and from a multitude of sources, we have been com- 
piling material on Wright’s life and varied professions in the hope that 
we might have the privilege of publishing a definitive catalogue of his 
medallic works. With the exception of the three Art Union premiums, 
bearing portraits of Allston, Stuart and Turnbull, and the medals 
awarded by Resolution of Congress, chiefly to the military leaders in 
the War with Mexico, modern impressions of which can be obtained at 
the Mint, most of Wright’s medallic productions can be classed as rare, 
and, indeed, many are “excessively” so. In fact, our ultimate motive in 
the publication herewith of a signed work, which to the best of our 
knowledge has never been recognized for what it seems to be, if it has 
ever been listed at all, is to bring to the attention of the readers of The 
Numismatist, their friends and acquaintances, our overwhelming desire 
to locate the present whereabouts, for the purpose of verifying descrip- 
tions and acquiring photographs, of pieces which have certainly been 
sold once or more in the past hundred years and which are undoubtedly 
still in existence, though well concealed. A few of our wants will be 
specifically mentioned, but it is safe to assume that we will be interested 
in information pertaining to any work by Wright. 

Academicians, as the members of the National Academy of Design 
styled themselves, were expected to contribute to the annual show. In 
conformity with a law passed in 1834, those who failed to exhibit for 
two successive years were to be placed on the list of Associates. Wright 
was among the first to be “disfranchised.” Some day we shall trace 
Wright’s career in detail. Suffice it to say here, that, though die-sinking 
was clearly his favorite profession, the demand for his talents in this 
field was, during many years, insufficient to keep him gainfully employed. 
It was only the fortunate impetus given to medallic art by the events 
and personalities of the late forties, which enabled him to be for the last 
few years of his life a full-time medallist. 

Wright contributed a “Medallion” to each of the four exhibitions 
held by the National Academy of Design from 1829 to 1832.^ In 1829, 
it was said to be a “Medallion Portrait of Col. Henry Rutgers”; in 1830, 
a “Medallion of Washington”; in 1831, a “Medallion of the Hon. DeWitt 
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Clinton”; and in 1832, a “Medallion Seal of the Academy,” which he is 
known to have engraved. Which of the several portraits of Washington, 
for which Wright is probably best-known, was exhibited in 1830, is of 
no consequence here. The Seal also presents no problem. This is more 
than one can say, however, for the Medallions of Rutgers and Clinton. 

The Medallion Portrait of Col. Henry Rutgers, which Wright entered 
in the exhibition of 1829, undoubtedly represented his share in the Rut- 
gers Medical College Prize Medal, an award established by Col. Henry 
Rutgers “to be given each year to the student in the medical college pre- 
senting the best graduating dissertation.” The obverse of the medal, 
which is said to be circa 38 mm. in diameter, has been described as 
bearing a bust of the donor to right, with the legend “HENRY RUTGER” 
(subject to verification) and the signature, “C.C. WRIGHT F.” The 
reverse, chiefly devoted to a long inscription in Latin, was the signed 
work of Richard Trested, who also, it might be noted in passing, con-

tributed the lettering for Wright’s Erie Canal Medal, in 1825, and whose 
place of business Wright acquired after his death a few years later. The 
Medallion, as exhibited, may have been the obverse face of a complete 
medal, or merely a uniface impression from the obverse die. The Rutgers 
Medical College was inaugurated in November, 1826. The first, as well 
as the last. Graduating Exercises were in 1827, so that not more than 
one gold medal, if any, was ever presented as a prize. The medal is 
listed by Dr. Storer, in his book on medical medals, and is said to occur 
in gold, silver and white metal.^ The only reference, however, is to a 
specimen in silver, once in Professor Anthon’s cabinet.^ It seems almost 
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safe to assume that this is the same piece which was included in the sale 
of the Bushnell Collection two years earlier.® We can feel certain that 
there exists today one silver medal, and possibly one gold medal, with a 
portrait of Col. Henry Rutgers by C. C. Wright. But, who knows where? 

We certainly do not. Our assurance has been somewhat undermined, 
however, by the recent discovery of the missing Medallion of the Hon. 
DeWitt Clinton, or at least a “proof” of it, in our own collection. In 
view of our known interest in early American medals, we are occasionally 
afforded the opportunity to purchase a piece. The rough proof in lead, 
from a die circa 57 mm. in diameter, bearing the nude bust of an uniden- 
tified man to left, but signed below the truncation “C.C.WRIGHT,” 
which is illustrated in Figure 1, arrived unheralded and on approval 
some months ago, and, because of the very obvious signature, to say 
nothing of the challenge of its anonymity, was gratefully kept. It was 
probably, indeed, this lack of identity and consequently apparent lack 
of sales appeal which kept it tucked away in dealers’ trays and thus 
saved for us. Fortunately, Samuel Woodworth to the contrary notwith- 
standing, there are and have been those 
/ 

**Who can behold that bust and not exclain, 

Let lasting honors gild our Clinton’s name!” 

Being the last lines, we are told, of the impromptu verse which Wood- 
worth, best known as the author of “The Old Oaken Bucket,” pronounced 
upon first seeing the life mask of DeWitt Clinton by John H. I. Browere.® 

We did exclaim, if somewhat less euphoniously, where have we seen 
that face before, when we happened on a photograph of the bust, now 
cast in bronze, and in the Fenimore House Museum of the New York 
State Historical Association at Cooperstown, New York.*^ In this picture, 
the Browere bust was shown only slightly to the left, while in the study 
by Charles Henry Hart, it was illustrated in a somewhat similar position 
to right. That this angle was by far the happiest choice was only too 
apparent upon viewing a photograph of the bust in profile, kindly sup- 
plied by the Curator of Fenimore House. It had been our intention to 
reproduce it, if the profile view should serve, as we hoped, to verify our 
tentative identification of the medallic portrait. Though the resemblance 
was marked and exact enough in some respects to make the identification 
positive, we discovered in a search for other portraits of Clinton, a 
slightly more fiattering profile, albeit to right, which undeniably belongs 
to the man portrayed on our medal. 

The engraving (see Figure 2) by Asher B. Durand, for Dr. David 
Hosack’s “Memoir of DeWitt Clinton,” published in 1829, was, according 
to the accompanying inscription, after a portrait by William John 
Coffee.® Wright’s portrait, sunk in steel, must also have been copied 
from the work of this itinerant Anglo-American sculptor. One can even 
hypothesize, since Wright was at the time a partner of Durand, that the 
two artists worked together, one engraving a copperplate on order, the 
other a die on speculation, or just for practice. Our unlettered proof in 
lead may be the only impression from the die. Temporarily rescued from 
oblivion by Academician Wright as his entry for the 1831 show, it has 
remained for us, one hundred and twenty years later, to give it perma- 
nent recognition as one of the earliest works of this eminent American 
die-sinker. 
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We should have preferred to close on this exalted note, but special 
attention must be called to several other pieces, all presumably unique, 
which have so far defied discovery, and are apparently known only by 
their present owners. Like the Clinton, a superb portrait of Andrew 
Jackson, with identifying legend and signed C.C.W., was never used for

a medal. Undoubtedly engraved shortly after Jackson’s death in 1845, 
the die, and possibly a trial impression in lead (circa 54 mm. in diam- 
eter), were in the Bushnell Sale.^ In 1898, the die was in the possession 
of David Proskey, when the photograph of a wax impression from it 
was published by Francis W. Doughty in his “Medallic History of 
Andrew Jackson. Whoever now owns this die or an impression should 
be proud to make it known, since the portrait of Jackson is an especially 
fine example of Wright at his best. 

Charles I. Bushnell was a great admirer and patron of Wright, and 
the medallist produced a number of pieces exclusively for him. One of 
his last works, and perhaps the last in the long series of Washington 
medals which Wright engraved, was, according to the obverse legend. 
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“inscribed to his [Washington’s] memory by Chas. I. Bushnell of New 
York, 1853." This face bore a fine undraped bust of Washington in high 
relief to left, and is signed C.C. WRIGHT. SC:. The reverse is described 
as having in the center a head of Washington on a double star over a 
thirteen-pointed star of rays; this enclosed by an endless chain of links, 
each bearing initials of one of the original thirteen states, and a star in 
the center of each ring. The encircling legend read: “Fill blessed sun 
with lustre bright, the 13 stars you brot. to light.” The dies were pre- 
sumably either acquired or retained by the compilers of the Catalogue of 
the Bushnell Collection, the Messrs. Chapman, who stated at that time 
that no impressions were known.^^ S. H. Chapman, however, some years 
later sold a set of silver, brass, copper and tin, which he declared “were 
the only impressions struck for Mr. Bushnell.”^^ at least part of the 
interim this set, or another, had been in the collection of the Hon. George 
M. Parsons,^^ and the silver, brass and copper pieces were last noted by 
us when they again changed hands at the sale of the W. W. C. Wilson 
Collection. Whoever struck them, they are still to be considered in this 
state Wright’s work, as is even more the lead proof (Parsons 952) of the 
obverse with the legend “George Washington President of the U.S.A.,” 
which was apparently changed when Bushnell decided to “inscribe” it. 

Of interest for the record only is the alteration of the dies by the 
Messrs. Chapman for their medal issued on the occasion of the Centennial 
of Washington’s inauguration in 1889, which has been most recently 
published by Susan H. Douglas.^^ The legends on both dies were 
changed, the face of the Sun replaced the head of Washington on the 
reverse star, and the outer circle of forty-two stars representing the 
number of states then in the Union was added. One impression, in lead, 
was made of an intermediate state, when the central disk on the reverse 
was plain and the outer circle of stars had not yet been introduced. This 
impression was also at one time in the Parsons and Wilson Collections.^® 
Though we are chiefiy interested in the original lead proof and the set 
“struck for Mr. Bushnell,” or any one of the four pieces, the present 
whereabouts of the Chapman variant should perhaps be recorded, if 
discovered. 

Also concealed in some well-hidden trays must be specimens of two 
small medals, circa 30 mm. in diameter, occasionally listed in early sales, 
though possibly always the same pieces, which are described by Bushnell 
in his little book on Tradesmen’s Cards, etc.^^ One is the token made for 
W[ooster] Beach, New York physician and well-known champion of 
medical reform in America, on the obverse of which is a representation 
of the Good Samaritan and the legend “Benevolence knows no national 
distinctions.” The other, in lead, is said to bear the inscription on the 
reverse: “C.C.W. to his friend J.M. 1834.” The J.M., whose head in 
profile to right is portrayed on the obverse, was James Jay Mapes, noted 
agriculturalist and chemist, and one-time associate of Wright at the 
National Academy of Design, where he lectured on the chemistry and 
natural philosophy of colors. 

Information concerning these two little medals, the Andrew Jackson 
die, the original impressions of the Bushnell Washington, and the Rut- 
gers medal will serve to fill the most serious lacunae in our study of 
Charles Cushing Wright and the dies which he engraved. We trust that 
the publication will be deemed worthy of the assistance necessary to 
make it complete.

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A PREHISTORIC CURRENCY OF THE 
HOPEWELL INDIANS 
By O. H. DODSON 

Some twenty centuries have passed since a skilled savage squatted 
in the rich loam of present day Illinois, flaking out his treasure chest of 
flnely wrought flint spear points. This Hopewell brave buried his primi- 
tive wealth, then vanished with all his tribe long before the first whites 
arrived in the area. 

Were the spear points left behind evidence of an advanced stage of 
barter? Had this lone Indian pioneered unknowingly in developing one 
of the earliest crude forms of “money” to be used in the Midwest?

What happened to the civilized Hopewells? Why they moved and 
where they went no one knows. The first Europeans to visit this region 
found Indians who knew nothing of this earlier tribe. 

Numismatists concerned with the evolution of barter systems which 
precede coinage may ponder this unusual cache which an all night rain 
brought to light just last year. The find consisted of fifty-nine pieces of 
flint rock. There were four irregular rock cores, eight roughly hewed 
blades, eight smooth but unfinished blades, and thirty-nine expertly 
chipped spear blades or points. Professor John C. McGregor, University 
of Illinois archeologist, secured the hoard for his University. An 
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authority on the Hopewell civilization, Professor McGregor believes that 
this find was the work of one man, and is evidence of a high degree of 
specialized skill. The blades, he points out, are too finely made to be 
used for hunting or for war and represent much more than the needs of 
one man. According to Professor McGregor, this find undoubtedly 
represents the wealth of an individual. The flint blades probably were a 
medium of exchange, the “primitive money” of this tribe.

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The Hopewells, who inhabited the Midwest while Alexander the 
Great was carving out his empire, used many items which could have 
been traded for these spear blades. From Michigan they obtained copper 
to fashion into beads and long needles; from the South they brought 
mica to work into decorative ornaments; from the faraway Gulf of 
Mexico they used shells for beauty, for containers, and also for a rude 
method of plowing. Knives and scrapers were made from obsidian 
brought from Wyoming. Flint in the form of spear blades was used so 
extensively it must have been locally abundant. 

These early Americans buried their distinguished dead in log tombs. 
The tombs were then covered with mounds of earth. Thus these “mound 
builders’* have left traces of their culture in tombs scattered throughout 
the Midwest. 

With the dead Hopewell warriors were buried numerous ornaments 
and implements for use in the Happy Hunting Grounds. Pipes of clay or 
sandstone carved with curious animal effigies, beads of copper, of shell 
and of bone, bear teeth, copper implements, pieces of human and animal 
jaw bone with tiny holes for stringing, sheets of mica, various utensils 
of pottery and the all important flint spear points have been uncovered 
with the skeletons. 

From recent excavations conducted by the University of Illinois, we 
know these Indians lived in rounded houses with walls of wooden poles. 
The homes were probably domed and covered with skins or bark. They 
cut trees with stone axes. Their clay pottery they mixed with grit to 
prevent its cracking in the fire. They used fabrics and cloth woven from 
milkweed fiber and possibly from hair. Furs protected them in winter. 

This tribe hunted the squirrel, rabbit, and turkey, as well as the 
deer. Since they did not have the horse, they could not have successfully 
hunted the larger animals such as the elk or bison. The Hopewells did 
not use the bow and arrow but threw a light spear pointed with the flint 
blade. With this they struck down animals at least as large as the deer. 
Fish, shellfish, and turtles were plentiful among the lakes and rivers. 
Wild grapes, berries, crabapples, nuts and roots furnished further variety 
in food. They engaged in a limited form of agriculture, using shells or 
stones for hoeing corn by hand. One of these slender leaf-shaped flint 
hoeing stones has developed on the tilled end from long use in the soil a 
highly polished patina, quite similar to that found on some Roman 
bronze coins. 

This hoeing stone and the recent find of flint blades, whose owner 
never returned to recover them from the soil, may now be seen in the 
University’s Natural History Museum. The Hopewells perished before 
they had developed or had need of an extensive medium of exchange. 
Perhaps in the future, new mound excavations will piece together the 
story of their disappearance.

COMPLETE LIST OF SLIDE SETS AVAILABLE 
The Edward T. Newell Visual Education Committee lists the nine sets of 
slides (with lecture notes) that are available for the use of clubs affiliated 
with the A.N.A. 

No. 1 American Colonial and Continental Notes and Coins. 

The notes are black and white transparencies and the coins in plastic 
impressions. 46 note slides and 37 coins. 

No. 2 United States Commemorative Half Dollar Types. 

Plastic impressions of the 47 types, a total of 96 slides, including several 
important varieties. 

No. 3 Types of Regular Issue U. S. Coins, Half Cents to 20 Cents. 

Composed of 89 plastic impressions of obverses and reverses of types and 
varieties of these coins, from 1793. The lecture notes call attention to 
distinguishing features and designs. 

No. 4 Types of Regular Issue U. S. Coins, Quarters to Silver Dollars. 

92 plastic impressions and notes showing changes in design of our quar- 
ters, half dollars, and silver dollars from 1794. 

No. 5 Miscellaneous Commemorative Coins and Medals. 

Made up of 103 plastic impressions of the commemorative coins (exclud- 
ing half dollars) and popular medals of the United States. Medals are 
principally of expositions and other observances of historical incidents, 
arranged in chronological order. 

No. 6 Private Gold Coins. 

Plastic impressions of obverses and reverses of 44 gold coins issued from 
1830 to 1861 in the Georgia-Carolina region and in the “Golden West." 
Includes many of the rare coins in this numismatically and historically 
interesting series. 

No. 7 Ladies of the Past. 

This is a “popular" set of 61 plastic impressions of coins, from circa B. C. 
450 to 1947 A. D. Many have historical significance and the majority 
depict women. Note: This set is being revised to include only coins de- 
picting women. 

No. 8 Ancient Greek Coin Types, Circa B. C. 700-336. 

Color transparencies (58) of 29 of these ancient coins including many of 
the most artistic and interesting coins of the series. Excellent photo- 
graphic work. The notes describe the coins and give pertinent facts 
pertaining to the cities and times of their issue. 

No. 9 Ancient Greek Coin Types, Circa B. C. 336 — A. D. 57. 

A continuation of Set No. 8, including 32 typical coins. Preferably, this 
set should follow the first part of the series, but this is not mandatory. 
All sets are available to corporate clubs without charge, except for the 
express charges from and return to Chicago. The shipping weights are from 
3 to 5 pounds. All slides are 2" x 2" and may be shown with standard equip- 
ment, except that the plastic impressions are a little thicker (5/32" maximum) 
than photographic slides and some projectors will not handle them. From 30 
to 60 minutes are required to show a set. It is usually necessary to arrange 
for sets in advance, as they are in considerable demand and scheduled for 
meeting dates several months ahead. All are obtainable from the Chairman of 
the Committee, Glen B. Smedley, 8019 South Calumet Avenue, Chicago 19.

Dear Mr. Mosher: 

This letter is being written pri- 
marily regarding the dearth of nu- 
mismatic literature. True the ANA 
library is available to members, but 
who wants to send to Wichita for a 
book every time one has a piece to 
identify? For those interested and 
financially able, the acquiring of a 
representative library should not be 
so confounded difficult nor expensive. 
I have long wondered why the ANA 
could not better “encourage and pro- 
mote the science of numismatics” and 
“acquire and disperse numismatic 
knowledge” by giving more thought 
to making coin publications available 
to collectors. 

I have almost succeeded in com- 
pleting my file of The Numismatist 
back to 1926, and in these back num- 
bers I occasionally find helpful in- 
formation but. Oh my, what small 
doses. I notice the librarian has O. 
P. Eklund’s “Copper Coins of Nor- 
way,” six pages, for sale at 25 cents. 
How much more appropriate to the 
ANA it would be if the articles Mr. 
Eklund wrote for the magazine dur- 
ing his life (all the articles) were 
reprinted in a properly-bound book as 
a memorial to Mr. Eklund. The least 
that could be done would be an op- 
portunity given the members to sub- 
scribe to such a book to ascertain if 
it would not pay its own way. 

Further, I think it is a sign of 
laxity that such works as Breton’s 
“Coins and Tokens of Canada,” and 
existing works on our Jackson and 
Civil War tokens are not kept in print. 

Your “Token Collectors’ Page” is 
very interesting but couldn’t it be 
coupled with a page of “What’s This” ? 
Are there no facilities within the 
ANA for extending a helping hand 
to the newcomer in identifying the 
pieces in his collection which are at 
loose ends? Why not make this serv- 
ice available to members by having 
these coins sent to some helpful indi- 
vidual, enclosing return postage. The 
more common pieces could be re- 
turned with identification and the 
unpublished pieces or scarce coins 
and tokens illustrated and described. 

I have several such pieces and, tho I 
have bought every book and maga- 


zine I could get my hands on, I am 
still at sea.

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EXHIBITS AT THE DIAMOND 
JUBILEE CONVENTION 

Collectors intending to participate 
in the numismatic displays at the 
August Convention in Phoenix will 
probably appreciate information re- 
garding this part of the Diamond 
Jubilee Program. It will aid them in 
planning their exhibits somewhat in 
advance and give them a much bet- 
ter chance in winning the highly- 
sought-after awards now given in 
conjunction with this program.

Since the inauguration of the 
Award Ribbons and the Annie, the 
display value of the exhibits has in- 
creased many times. They have 
proven to be the impetus needed to 
create keener rivalry between the 
exhibitors, for now they compete for 
an attractive prize as well as the dis- 
tinction of winning. The awards given 
at the various sectional conventions 
have helped build up the national 
affair and results have over-excelled 
expectations. 

Numismatists have been bringing 
exhibits to conventions for more than 
50 years, many with little interest, 
others with no efforts used to make 
them attractive or informative — just 
a sloppily-put-up, haphazard display 
to get the exhibitor’s name in the 
Convention Proceedings. The trend 
today is quite different. Great pride 
is taken in the way the display is 
placed in the exhibit room. The use 
of plastic holders, black or colored 
velvet or satin as the background, 
proper lighting, and neatly-typed or 
printed signs telling the historical or 
interesting points of the display, all 
have a tendency to dress up the ex- 
hibit. It is thus made inviting to the 
viewer even though he or she is not 
particularly interested in the series 
displayed. 

Advance information shows that 
many plan to compete this year for 
the coveted prizes and such being 
the case, “the more the merrier.” 
Let’s make the Exhibit Room at this 
year’s Diamond Jubilee one to be 
long remembered for its interest, en- 
tertainment and excellence. Reserva- 
tions will be allocated on a first-ask, 
first-served basis, with the necessary 
limits as to the number of cases 
allowed each exhibitor. This limita- 
tion makes it possible for everyone 
who wishes, to participate.

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Smith's Book on the U. S. Mint 
Dear Sir: 

I note in April issue article by R. 
H. Williamson, entitled “The Coinage 
of Our First U. S. Mint,” wherein he 
says source information as to the first 
U. S. Mint is rather meagre and lists 
four books which might serve as a 
starting point. 

This suggests to me a book I have 
may be of some value in this connec- 
tion, since he does not mention it. 
The title page reads: 

Coins and Coinage / the / United 
States Mint, / Philadelphia, / History, 
Biography, Statistics work machinery 
Products officials / Rare Pieces of 
Gold, Silver, Nickel, Copper, Brass / 
and their value. / money, tokens, 
medals; colonial, national, state, indi- 
vidual: / Especially relating to the 
past and present / of the United 
States, / Fully described and market 
price quoted. / Illustrated Most pro- 
fusely. / Philadelphia, Pa: / A. M. 
Smith, Publisher. / All Rights Re- 
served. / 

No date of publication is given, but 
context indicates it was about 1881. 

I quote one paragraph from page 
six wherein is listed the early coinage, 
as follows: 

“From 1792 to 1832 there were 
coined in this modest little building 
132,592 eagles; 1,925,867 half eagles; 
180,392 quarter eagles; total gold 
coinage 2,238,854 pieces. Also 1,440,517 
silver dollars; 59,584,783 half dollars; 
2,506,029 quarter dollars; 8,619,600 
dimes; 4,492,647 half dimes; total 
77,093,576 silver pieces. Of the copper 
coins 62,925,602 copper cents and 
6,627,710 half cents were coined, mak- 
ing a total of 69,553,312 copper pieces, 
or a grand total of gold, silver and 
copper of 148,885,742 coins.” 

I hope this will be of some interest 
to someone.

Note: The several editions of A. M. 
Smith’s book in the early 1880’s are 
contemporary with a fair number of 
similar publications by other “auth- 
ors.” None shows evidence of re- 
search. Rather, they all reveal a 
desire on the part of their sponsors 
to publish anything conveniently at 
hand which might stimulate the coin 
trade. 


The coinage figures for all years 
are to be found in the modern annual 
editions of coin handbooks. These 
listings contain known errors, but in 
general agree with the coinage tabu- 
lations by years appearing in Do- 
mestic Coin Manufactured by Mints 
of the United States available from 
the Superintendent of Documents, 
Government Printing Office, Wash- 
ington 25, D. C., at 15 cents. 

However, Williamson’s item on The 
Coinage of Our First U.S. Mint was 
an appeal for disclosure of historical 
material relating to the reasons why 
the early issues were large or small 
and the reasons for the many changes 
in weight, size, alloy and design of the 
coins. Walter Breen’s articles in the 
March and April issues of The Numis- 
matist are examples of such historical 
disclosures. 

Mr. Pirtle Would Have ANA 

Police the Classification of All 
Paper Money 

Dear Mr. Mosher: 

I have two suggestions which if 
adopted should, I think, be helpful 
to those of us who are interested in 
collecting specimens of United States 
currency. 

The first is made to the dealers. 
Make a separate sheet or folder for 
listing currency items, either those 
carried in stock or to be offered for 
auction sale. I am interested in keep- 
ing currency catalogs and price lists 
but find I do not have room for all 
the larger lists for coin auctions 
which also include some currency 
items. The currency list or folder 
could be sent separately to the cur- 
rency collectors or could be inserted 
loosely in the larger catalogs. I sug- 
gest, too, that the dealers also fur- 
nish to such correspondents a list of 
prices realized on currency sales. I 
understand that it is sometimes too 
expensive to furnish a free list of 
sales prices where there is a big 
catalog but a currency list is nearly 
always small and a collector is al- 
ways a continuing prospect even if he 
has not made a bid in the last sale. 
He either has place for an additional 
item or he has an item for which he 
would like to substitute a finer speci- 
men. He can only do this by examin- 
ing all available offering lists and 
checking market prices to satisfy 
himself as to values. The sales price 
list thus becomes as much an adver- 
tising medium as the offering folder. 
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A currency list could well include 
all pieces of paper which at any time 
were intended to be and actually 
were used as substitutes for coin or 
other currency in times of money 
shortage. This would include frac- 
tional currency, depression scrip, 
clearing house certificates, encased 
postage stamps, U. S. military and 
invasion currency. Confederate States 
notes. Southern state notes, and, of 
course, the broken bank notes. While 
I am not now collecting foreign paper 
currency, I am sure that collectors 
interested in such items would want 
to find them in a currency list or 
catalog. 

Secondly, I suggest that the ANA 
establish a standard for describing 
currency in price lists and catalogs. 
I am sure that dealers as well as 
collectors will welcome such action. 
The ANA by publishing a membership 
list classifying the specialties of its 
members has furnished dealers with 
an advertising source. This is also 
helpful to collectors. But I believe 
that the ANA also has some respon- 
sibility to police this situation by 
prescribing standards upon which the 
collector should be entitled to rely. 
The dealer should state in his cur- 
rency lists that his descriptions con- 
form to ANA standards. 

I suggest that only the five follow- 
ing classifications be used: Uncircu- 
lated, Fine, Good, Fair, Poor. “Fine'* 
should include only those pieces which, 
although having been circulated, are 
still crisp and clean and uncreased. 


“Good" pieces may have been creased 
but are still in good condition, with- 
out tears or perforations, possibly only 
slightly soiled. “Fair" would include 
nice pieces which may show more 
soil and wear and may even be a little 
torn or slightly perforated. “Poor" 
would be pieces much soiled or pretty 
well worn and which a collector would 
hold only until he could secure a 
replacement. This classification would 
do away with the indefinite term 
“about uncirculated” but we could 
permit the dealer to use two addi- 
tional adjectives “extra” and “very” 
with Fine and one “very” with Good, 
if he has such nicer pieces. He could 
still use Rare and could give more 
detailed description of any piece but 
I believe both dealers and collectors 
will welcome the custom of conform- 
ing to an ANA standard.

Book Reoieios 

ROMAN ANNIVERSARY ISSUES. By Michael Grant. 8vo. 204 pp. Indexed. 
Two full page plates. Published by Cambridge University Press. American 
Branch, 51 Madison Avenue, New York 10, New York. Price $4.50. 

The purpose of this study is to show that a large number of Roman im- 
perial coins and medallions owe their types, wholly or in part, to coincidences 
in date with important “anniversary” years. These coincidences are either 
deliberately arranged, or are accidental coincidences of which advantage is 
taken for purposes of propaganda. The years thus signalized are the cen- 
tenaries, or multiples or subdivisions of centenaries, of important moments in 
the history of the State, including such happenings as the births and deaths 
of leading persons, events that contributed to the inauguration of the imperial 
regime, the foundation or dedication of temples and altars, and the commemo- 
ration of centenaries of actual coinage. The book sets out the evidence and 
arguments for this contention. Because of the lack of dates on such coins, and 
because of the lack of literary evidence Professor Grant has anticipated and 
answered the queries it is bound to provoke. 
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The author is indeed modest when he terms this scholarly work an “ex- 
ploratory study," for, while he may not have exhausted the subject he has 
advanced documented facts and sound theories that help bridge the discrepancy 
in the literary records of Roman anniversaries. — S.M. 


COINS OF ROMAN ALEXANDRIA. By Aline Abaecherli Boyce, Cura- 
tor of Roman and Byzantine Coins at the American Numismatic Society. In 
“Archeology," vol. 2, no. 4. Winter 1949. Published by the Archaeological 
Institute of America. This excellently illustrated journal published primarily 
for a more wordly genus of archaeologist rather than the cut and dry scholar, 
has devoted one chapter to numismatics, due no doubt to the presence of an 
American Numismatic Society official on the Advisory Board. Miss Boyce has 
picked twenty Alexandrine coin types at random, and shows how they illus- 
trate the mixture of local cult, Greek tradition, and Imperial propaganda 
that was peculiar to this Colonial series. It is a rather pleasant little article 
that will no doubt convince some orthodox archeologists that there is a great 
deal more to be learned and gleaned from coins than sometimes from larger 
epigraphic material. We wish to add, at this point, only that the “famous 
Ptolemaic eagle" in Miss Boyce’s second paragraph is indeed nothing but 
the re-eminence of the old Pharaonic Ibis. By the same token, and in the 
same paragraph, the Diocletianic eagle (and he survived not up to, but 
beyond the Reform of Diocletian) is the legionnaire standard’s Imperial eagle 
and not the Egyptian Ibis. But they are so very similar, in the end, that 
perhaps they were indeed meant to be birds of one feather -H. W. Holzer. 


R. A. Wilson, Pacific coast numismatist and publisher of the widely-known 
AMERICAN STANDARD CATALOG OF UNITED STATES COINS, has pre- 
sented a copy of the 1951 book to the A.N.A. library. It carries the same li- 
brary number as in other years — W-39. This book, one of the best known 
numismatic works among non-collectors and collectors, is excellently illus- 
trated. 

The American Catalog is perhaps unique in that it lists both the prices 
dealers charge for coins, as well as the prices they pay. It is valuable to non- 
collectors especially because of the information it gives on how coin prices are 
determined and their values in relation to the law of supply and demand, with 
a fine explanation of the importance of condition. Also provided, with the 
prices of the coins, are the mint figures. 

In addition to the general catalog section are pages devoted to private 
gold, to colonial and continental currency and to fractional currency. There 
is a section on pattern coins. In the listing of colonial coins, Wilson uses 
drawings rather than photographs, a distinct advantage for many collectors. 
Too often, colonial specimens were not struck sharply, and time did not im- 
prove them. Wilson has a section on how collectors describe or classify coins, 
with data on mints also. The book carries a register of many collectors and 
their specialties or needs.

The following officers were elected for the coming year: President, L. C.

McArthur; librarian-historian, Stewart J. Bingham. 

Ralph Mitchell, 1950-51 president, was named to the board of directors. 
Other new directors are Dr. Calvert L. Emmons; Prof. C. V. Kappen; Dr. 
Nathan Bowers; and Eugene Johnston. Officers and directors were installed 
by R. S. Yeoman. 

Plans were made to hold the next convention at the Mar Monte Hotel, 
Santa Barbara, on November 2, 3 and 4, 1951. 


DR. KANN ADDRESSES ORANGE COUNTY COIN CLUB 

All attendance records were broken at the February 28, meeting of 
the Orange County Coin Club in Brea, California, when Dr. Eduard Kann 
delivered an address on the “Coins and Currencies of China.” 

Dr. Kann, now lecturing on oriental affairs at Loyola University 
of Los Angeles, came to the United States two years ago after 48 years 
in China as a banker, having been manager of the Russo-Chinese Bank 
in Shanghai since 1909. He became a distinguished financial authority in 
the Orient and was appointed advisor to the Central Bank of China in 
1928. In 1933 he was appointed a member of the Advisory Government 
Mint Commission of China. 

Dr. Kann became interested in collecting Chinese coins about 15 
years ago and today is the proud possessor of one of the largest collec- 
tions of Chinese gold, silver, and nickel coins. He was chairman of the 
Numismatic Society of China and author of numerous published articles, 
pamphlets, and books on the subject of Chinese money. He has just 
completed the compilation of a catalogue of Chinese coins which is 
awaiting publication. 

In his talk. Dr. Kann outlined the five principal categories into 
which Chinese money may be classified as follows: ancient bronze coins; 
modern copper coins; ancient silver coins; modern silver coins; paper 
currency or bank notes. 

The speaker emphasized that the Chinese were the first people to 
have metallic coinage, preceding the first-known coinage of the Lydians 
in Asia Minor by about four centuries. The speaker described how the 
Chinese first used tools of husbandry as a medium of exchange and 
gradually came to make facsimiles of these tools which now appear in 
collections of ancient Chinese bronze as spade money and knife money. 
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Gradually this form of money gave way to disk-shaped coins which 
could be more easily handled and carried. All of these early Chinese 
coins were pierced with holes in the center to facilitate carrying them 
on strings. This type of coinage persisted until 1890 A. D. when modern 
copper coins, made by machines, similar to the coins of other civilized 
nations, came into use. The interesting fact was brought out that 
although China has almost no natural copper resources, it nevertheless 
succeeded from the earliest times in obtaining from other countries 
enough copper metal to meet large monetary requirements. 

The preferred metallic coinage of China has been from ancient times 
the silver coin. The speaker gave an interesting description of the 
ancient silver coinage of which the sycee, or so-called shoe money, is the 
most outstanding. This type of silver coin was made privately by nine 
old Chinese families of silversmiths without the aid of any modern 
machinery. In spite of the primitive and crude manner in which this 
money was made, it was found to be amazingly accurate in its weight 
and metallic standard. It was preferred by the Chinese because of this 
high degree of accuracy and it was not until 1933 that the government 
succeeded in abolishing this private silver money. Dr. Kann confessed 
with some degree of regret that he was responsible for prescribing the 
formula by which the government retired this ancient form of money 
in favor of the modern type of government-issued metallic coins. 

It was pointed out by the speaker that every province of China has 
its own mint and that therefore Chinese coins, both modern and ancient, 
exist in a vast number of varieties. For an example, he said there are 
over four thousand different specimens of Chinese silver dollars in his 
collection, all issued since the year 1890. 

Dr. Kann concluded his talk by describing briefly the history of 
Chinese currency. He stated that the Chinese were the first to print 
paper money, at least as early as the 7th Century A. D. He showed 
reproductions of these earliest paper notes and also showed many other 
interesting forms of early, as well as more recent, Chinese currency. 
Currency inflation in China, said the speaker, is an old and common evil. 
There is an expression in China which says that China’s greatest wealth 
is in bank notes which are not redeemable. The lack of metallic reserve 
for Chinese currency which every province issued for its own account 
was, of course, responsible for periodic waves of inflation which have 
crippled the economy of the Chinese people for centuries. The country 
of China is eighty per cent agricultural and the governing classes pre- 
vailed upon these farmers to exchange their products and goods for 
paper money which had no intrinsic value; therefore at least eighty per 
cent of the people of China have continued to be poverty stricken. 

Following his talk. Dr. Kann consented to answer the numerous 
questions which came from the intensely interested audience regarding 
both the coinage of China and the present political conditions existing 
there. In reply to the question as to what the present communist regime 
was doing to overcome the tremendous inflation of money left behind 
by the Nationalist Government, Dr. Kann said they have so far overcome 
it by high taxation and forcing the people to buy war bonds. He 
assured his questioners that the great majority of Chinese are still 
friendly to Americans and that they are very unhappy in what they are 
compelled to do by direction and compulsion of Russian imperialism.

From the desk of the General Secretary 

These remarks are mostly rewritten from previous discussions on the same 
topics, and while intended primarily for our newer members, all of the mem- 
bers may need to be reminded of some of them from time to time. 

Nominations 

Elsewhere in this issue is a report of nominations for the 1951 election of 
officers, received prior to the closing date. Additional nominatons will be 
received until June 25. Members should have a serious and personal interest 
in the nomination and election of their officers. 

The Convention 

The arrangements for the annual convention of the Association, to be held 
this year in Phoenix, Arizona on August 25-29, are nearly complete and it 
is not too soon to begin to make your own arrangements to attend. It is a 
meeting that you will not want to miss. Some business will be transacted in 
which you will be interested and in which you should be concerned, but there 
will be ample time for social activities, the educational program, the viewing 
of exhibits, and for buying and selling. Do not overlook making advance hotel 
reservations. The convention will be held in the Hotel Westward Ho, and you 
should request reservations directly with the Hotel. No deposit is required 
but you should indicate day and approximate hour of arrival and notify the 
Hotel promptly if any change is necessary. Bring your confirmation of reser- 
vation with you. Note also that the convention begins on Saturday and ends 
with the banquet on the following Wednesday night. 

The Election 

This most important item of business is not transacted at the convention. 
It is done entirely by mail so that each member has an equal voice. On or 
about July 15 you will receive by mail an official ballot. Regardless of whether 
or not you intend to be present at the convention, mark and mail the ballot 
promptly. It will not be opened until the election committee meets in Phoe- 
nix to count the ballots. Your vote is entirely secret and is most essential. 
These ballots should reach the office of the General Secretary not later than 
August 15 but may be delivered at the convention. Only the personal ballots 
of those in attendance may be delivered at the convention, and these must be 
delivered at the time of registration. No duplicate ballots will be available at 
the convention. If you are a member in good standing and fail to receive a 
ballot by July 20, please write for one. It will be sent promptly. 

The Proxy System 

In spite of repeated explanation, there still seems to be some misunder- 
standing or misrepresentation regarding the proxy forms that are mailed with 
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the ballots. The following statements are reprinted from the June, 1949 issue 
of The Numismatist and are worth reading again. 

Most corporations w’hich hold business meetings at which members would 
be entitled to vote if present have a system whereby absent members can be 
represented by others. The Association has such a system, as prescribed in the 
By Laws. Members who are unable to attend the annual convention may desig- 
nate any other member in attendance to represent them. This is done by 
filling out the Proxy Form which is mailed with the ballots. If you do not 
expect to attend the convention you should fill out this form and mail it to 
the office of the General Secretary. Proxy forms may be delivered at the con- 
vention only by members who have been designated thereon and must be 
handed to the General Secretary at time of registration. You must write on 
the form the name of the person or persons who are to represent you. No one 
else can do this for you. You should designate as your proxy some member who 
expects to be present, one whom you feel would vote as you would vote if 
present. It may be desirable to designate someone in your own city or club if 
possible, or possibly the A.N.A. Representative for your local club, or any other 
member in whom you have full confidence. It should be clearly understood that 
the proxy has nothing to do with the election of officers. The ballot is entirely 
separate. 

This proxy system has occasionally resulted in the situation where one or 
more members hold a majority of the proxies at a convention. This may be 
good or it may be bad. Our By Laws do not provide for any arbitrary limita- 
tion or restriction. Most business transacted at an annual convention is routine 
and consists mostly of formal acceptance of reports and recommendations for 
the consideration of the Executive Board. Motions on these matters are 
nearly always carried unanimously and it would be a waste of time to include 
a proxy vote. As a matter of fact, there has not been a proxy vote taken at 
any convention since 1937, and only then on a matter upon which there was 
some difference of opinion but not very important. However, it is the privilege 
of any member to call for a proxy vote on any motion and this is the only way 
in which absent members can be represented and have a voice in convention 
proceedings. 

An examination of the official reports of previous conventions will reveal 
that elected officers have held most of the proxies. This is more or less to be 
expected. The officers do attend the conventions and have an unquestioned 
interest in the business affairs of the Association as well as a familiarity with 
details. They also have a wide acquaintance with the members and, for the 
most part, enjoy their confidence and respect. It is only natural that they 
would be designated by quite a few members to represent them. 

It has been suggested by some members that it may be undesirable for 
a few officers to hold most of the proxies. It would be possible to amend the 
By Laws in such a way as to avoid this situation, but a more critical analysis 
of the matter will indicate that there is no cause for alarm. Members should 
note that our Federal Charter, which acts as our Constitution, and is not sub- 
ject to amendment except by an act of Congress, specifically places the control 
of the Association in the Board of Governors, elected by the members. The 
Board has the authority to veto any act by the convention, whether passed 
by means of proxies or otherwise. While there is no instance of a motion made 
and passed on the floor and later vetoed by the Board, the fact still remains 
that any such motion is no more and no less than a mere recommendation to 
the Board. The fact that members of the Board hold sufficient proxies to pre- 
vent an act by the convention which could be overruled anyway or to cause 
to be carried any motion which could be put into effect without a convention 
vote makes it absolutely meaningless to be concerned over how many proxies 
any one person might hold. There is no possibility that such proxies could con- 
stitute any threat or any power. The power of administration of Association 
affairs rests with the officers and your real concern should be with the nomina- 
tion and election of qualified officers in whom you can safely trust this power. 
Your proxy is therefore not as important as your ballot. 

Be sure to mark the ballot carefully and send it in promptly. Send the 
proxy form in only if you do not plan to attend the convention. 

Convention Program 

The Convention Program is a publication by the local Host Club and is 
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not an official publication of the Association. The Auction Catalog is likewise 
a personal publication of the dealer selected to conduct the convention auction 
and not an official publication of the Association. These two publications will 
be distributed to those in attendance at the convention and will be mailed to 
any other person who requests them. Those on the mailing list of the con- 
vention auctioneer will naturally receive the Auction Catalog without a 
request. A postal card request, to the office of the General Secretary, will 
bring either or both publications promptly when printed. This plan, ordered 
and approved by the Executive Board, prevents waste and needless expense of 
sending these publications to those who do not want them or for whom they 
would be of no value or interest. If you do want them and fail to receive them 
it will be your own fault. A one-cent postal and about a half minute of your 
time will do the trick. 

Convention Exhibits 

The highlight of any convention is the great wealth of numismatic mate- 
rial on exhibit. Virtually every important kind of a coin, currency or medal 
will be on display. This will be true, though, only if the members take the 
pride and the trouble to prepare and bring their best coins for others to enjoy. 
There should be a great deal of pride and not very much trouble in doing this. 
The Association has spent a great deal of money in buying and transporting 
suitable exhibit cases for this purpose. Your coins are insured at no cost to 
you. Available space and the number of cases do limit the number and size 
of exhibits. It will greatly simplify matters and assist the local committee in 
arranging the exhibits if you will advise the committee in advance of what 
you would like to exhibit and the amount of space required. Reservations for 
exhibit cases should be requested from V. Leon Belt, 722 W. Moreland, Phoenix, 
Ariz. You should also prepare, in advance, a list of the coins with the value, 
to facilitate the insurance coverage. It may not be possible to furnish cases at 
the last minute if reservation has not been made. 

Awards 

As usual, silver membership medals will be awarded at the convention to 
those members who have not previously received such an award and who have 
been members of the Association for twenty-five years, or more. About 40 
such medals will be awarded this year. One gold medal will be awarded for 
fifty years of membership. 

The Heath Literary Award medals for 1950 will also be awarded at that 
time. 

The National Coin Week prizes will be awarded at the convention and 
the winning reports will be on exhibit. 

Registration 

Members and visitors at the convention should be sure to register on the 
official registration sheets. There is no charge of any kind for this, and this 
register is the only official record of those in attendance. It is published as a 
part of the convention proceedings, and there will be no subsequent revision 
or publication of names of those who fail to sign the official register. 

In addition, of course, is registration with the local committee, which 
includes the purchase of the badge, tickets for the banquet and other activities. 
Registration with the local committee is entirely distinct from the signing of 
the Association’s official register. 

Change of Address 

Please notify the General Secretary of any change in your address and 
note that such a change cannot be made on the mailing list for the next issue 
unless notice is received by the 20th of the preceding month. It costs triple 
postage to send a copy of The Numismatist to an obsolete address, for it must 
be returned by the Post Office and remailed. There is also a delay of a couple 
of weeks for the copies are not always returned promptly. We usually have 
from 10 to 50 members, in good standing, but for whom we do not have the 
current address. You help the Association to keep its mailing list up to date 
and help yourself to good service if you keep the General Secretary informed 
of your correct address.

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THE GIIADALIIPE HOARD
